E D I T O R I A L 


Is This a Nation of Thieves? 


A cabled story from Berlin last month that 17,000 freight 


cars had been stolen in Germany since the armistice has been 
made the object of much merriment by American newspapers. 


A little serious reflection reveals the fact that we had better 


look at home—better throw a stone in our own glass houses. 
There is no other such stealing in all the world as is done on 
American railroads. 
The only figures made up for a full year 


as yet are for 1919, when seventy-five million dollars' worth of 
goods were stole out of American railroad cars. 


The record shows that no object less than a ton's weight was 


safe against the thieves of the fail. Much small package pilfer- 
ing occurred, but there are tens of thousands of reports per year 
of good* that must have been carried away in wagons or motor 
trucks. 
. This thievery is taking place in'all parts of the United States, 
and' no doubt there are organized bands engaged in it in some 
parts. The total loss, which must be paid by the railroads, is 
one of the chief problems of financial railroading today. 


When we take into account all the local, petty and grand 


larceny cases and burglaries .regularly reported every day of the 
year in all of our cities and towns; when we read of daily hold- 
ups and bandit attacks on banks all over the country; when 
we think of the mammoth losses of the railroads; when we note 
the hundreds of millions that are lost annually by gullible people 
to stoek promotion fakers and innumerable sharpers of all kinds, 
we could hardly blame a foreigner if he said after a year on our 
shores that this is a nation of thieves.

the amateur "listeners in" should see to it that in the installa- 
tion of their miniature plants and their outside switches they 
cover the local fire and building regulations. Already the insur- 
ance companies have given a fair indication of their attitude 
in the settlement of fire claims. Some of them have alleged 
that the aerials constitute a danger, though it has been clearly 
demonstrated that such is not a fact. Nevertheless, in case of 
fire disputes, claims are always troublesome, and in most eases 
an individual is at a disadvantage when fighting a rich corpora- 
tion to which lawsuits are an incidental part of the routine 
day's work. 


We owe the rapid development of wireless communication 


to the genius and interest of the American boy, and it would 
be a pity if in his further aid to development negligence should 
halt the advance of what is bound to be the most civilizing 
influence of the country. Watch your switches. Lightning is 
not attracted by aerials, but switches put up in defiance of the 
fire laws may be found to be costly. If, on the other hand, the 
plants are erected and have the official O. K. of the authorities, 
the insurance companies will not have anything to fall back 
upon. Once more we say, watch your outside switches. 


The Passing of "Uncle Joe" 


Regardless of political opinion or affiliation, the country gen- 


erally will shake hands with a feeling of kindliness, if not regret, 
when "Uncle Joe" Cannon passes into private life at the end of 
the present session of congress. Eighty-six years old this week, 
and serving his twenty-third term, "Uncle Joe" has stood as 
one of the last of the picturesque figures that marked the Amer- 
ican congress of a decade ago as something different in the 
world of legislation. Nor can it be denied he has given good 
advice to the state as well as to the party. 
' Uncle' Joe's saving grace lay in his sense of humor. He took 
events more seriously than men. Himself he never seemed to 
take-.aeriously at all. When two years ago his friends gathered 
to honor him there was a delightful charm in his brief remarks. 


"The year 1872 was a memorable one in many respects," said 


Uncle Joe. "Vesuvius had a violent eruption, General Isaac 
Sherwood and I were elected to the house, and there were other 
happenings—the organization of the German empire, .and the 
French republic, the emancipation of slaves in Porto Rico, the 
connection of Australia with the rest of the world by cable, 
the great fire at Boston, and the Geneva award. But these con- 
cerned the world at large, while the election of my friend and 
colleague and myself was personal." 


Uncle Joe has never considered himself a world figure. Per- 


haps he is not, but when he shall have passed to the slippers and 
the fireside it will not be without having left his stamp on Amer- 
ican life and legislation. At least he has taught us not to be too 
deeply impressed by the sensation of the hour, but to realize that 
the sudden and seeming vital things in life are but of passing 
moment and often unimportant in the light of time.

PRACTICAL RESULTS WITH HEATERS 
IN RELATION TO VALLEY PROSPERITY 


By C. A. GRIFFITH 


(Editor:—Mr. Griffith is the president each aero helping the other, and wo 


and general manager of the Azuoa Foot-- wcro greatly helped by all the smudg- 
hill ranch, the third largest citrus prop- 
erty in California, comprising 700 acres. 
By orchard heaters, commonly spoken 
of as "smudge pots," he was enabled 
this year to save practically the entire 
crop of citrus fruit grown on the ranch, 
70 per cent of which is now being mar- 
keted under the "Sunkist" brand. His 
address at the frost prevention conven- 
tion in Covina was based on actual ex- 
perience and practical results, and is 
therefore worthy the consideration of 
every citrus grower. The address, as 
printed below, is taken from steno- 
graphic notes.) 


It seems to mo that in considering the 


question of prevention of frost we must 
look at it from several different angles. 
Your chairman, Mr. Crawford, has just 
reminded you of the grower who has 
lost only two crops in the last forty 
years. Perhaps prior to the year 1913 
it was a good deal easier to ship frosted 
fruit from California than it is now, 
and I imagine in the old days many 
hundreds of cars were shipped from Cal- 
ifornia that would not pass muster now. 
In those days we had a shorter crop, and 
it was not necessary to make such an 
extensive campaign of selling through- 
out the east. But now, the man who 
buys a dozen frosted oranges is not 
coming back for a second lot until he 
forgets about the first dozen. 


So let us go back,, say ten years, and 


see whether or not we have a real rea- 
son for the protection of our orchards. 
Ten years ago the navel crop of 1912 
was quite seriously affected by a frost, 
sporadic in its nature, it is true, but it 
touched many growers. In 1913 we had 
a heavy frost—a major frost, which ser- 
iously affected this district; and, be- 
cause we are in Covina and most of you, 
perhaps, are from Covina, or from the 
trade territory of Covina, I will refer 
a number of times in my talk to this 
part. 


In tho year 1914 there was also 


quite a loss; then in 1922 we had a 
frost equal in severity to that of 1913, 


t more far-reaching. 
Our trees in 


1913 were in better condition to stand 
ow temperatures than they were this 
year. 
This year the frost came in a 


lurry, without warning, while the sap 
was running freely in tho trees, and 
the trees were in. proper condition to be 
'affected 'seriously by cold weather, in 
1913, if you remember, before the frost 
we had several days of cold weather, 
which prepared the trees for the frost 
that they had later. So it seems quite 
obvious to me that, if we have in ten 
years' time, four freezes, there cer- 
tainly is a real reason for intensive 
study of orchard heating; and, person- 
ally, I think that if a man expects to 
invest real money in a grove, he is not 
a good business man in every sense of 
the word unless he goes further and in 
some way does his part to protect the 
fruit he expects to raise. 


If we could think of oranges in the 


terms of money, we might look at it 
differently. You may have ten thousand 
dollars' worth of fruit on your trees, 
and you go to bed trusting to the Lord 
to keep the frost away, while, if you 
liad ten thousand dollars in gold lying 
out in your orchard, most of you would 
have twenty or thirty men with sawed- 
off shotguns watching that ten thousand 
dollars to see that no one came and car- 
ried it away. Vfc do not realize that 
oranges arc the same as money. So it 
seems to me, if we expect to stay in the 
business permanently and stay in to 
advantage, we must protect ourselves 
against the weather. 


If you will pardon a reference- to 


the properties Mint arc under my direc- 
tion—because I happen to know more 
about them and the results of our own 
methods of protection—I want to say 
a few words about this. I do not want 
to say anything about the value of one 
smudge pot over another. That is a 
matter outside of the question in hand; 
but I do want to speak to you on be- 
half of community prosperity and the 
relation of the smudge pot to that pros- 
perity. 


After the season of 1913 our company 


equipped tho groves with an improved 
type of heater, with a capacity of seven 
gallons, und we were in good shape to 
stand most of the freezes. While taking 
the best care possible of these heaters 
however, there hus been a considerable 
amount of depreciation. 
We cleanet 


them and painted them each year and 
watched over them carefully, and yet 
our equipment is a. good deal smaller 
today. At that time we had 50 or 00 
pots to the acre, but this year we were 
confronted 
with 
this problem: 
of 


spreading our equipment out as thin as 
we dared, as we failed to put more 
money into smudge equipment last fall. 
You can see then that every heater had 
to be burned to its full capacity if we 
expected to save our crop during this 
last heavy frost. 


The value of orchard heating is in 


heating in a large block. The land ly- 
ing west of Grand Avenue and including 
our property ia nearly all heated, so 
.we-have a solid block of. 1000 


ing on our east. We were rather for- 
tunate in realizing that we lived in a 
cold section, 
and 
that 
we had 
to 


fight the frost. 
But to return to 


tho large block—that is one of the im- 
portant facts to consider. An isolated 
ten acres has a harder fight, for it has 
a largo expanse of unheated territory 
proving a menace to its crop. We had a 
small equipment but a large surface to 
cover. We have, on our property thirty 
rows in one of our forties that were in- 
tcrsct three years ago with small trees. 
The large trees had not been removed 
but we wanted to replace them. We 
could not place pots under these trees, 
and we estimated that the crop hanging 
on the navels amounted to 3000 field 
boxes. We were enabled to take out of 
that 3000, 350 packing boxes of mcr 
chantable fruit. The influence of the 
heat in adjoining groves kept the trees 
in good shape, but we lost tho fruit. 


I bring this before you for this rea- 


son: It has been said to me a number 
of times in the past three week's that 
we evidently did i\ot have any cold 
weather, because we could- not have 
saved our fruit or have our trees look 
like they do if we had experienced the 
cold that other districts suffered to the 
north and south of us. 


To give you another instance: It is 


very hard to get comparative tempera- 
tures inside the firing zone and outside; 
but with a thermometer outside of our 
pots that showed a temperature of 17 
degrees, you can see that if we had 
warmth in some parts, we certainly had 
some cold weather down where we were 
smudging. A man to be. successful in 
orchard heating must work with intelli- 
gence, with diligence, perseverance and 
downright earnestness, he must be will- 
ing to sit up nights and watch his prop- 
erty, and work hard and long during 
those night hours on his proposition or 
tie is doomed. 


With the present style of pot one of 


:he greatest drawbacks and the hardest 
work is refilling on the second day. We 
lad one tank wagon to every 960 pots, 
ivhich is entirely too much to expect of 
any 
outfit. 
We run our equipment 


practically all the 24 hours of the day. 
The night work was easiest—the light- 
ing. We must look forward to a more 
efficient pot and general imprpvement- 
in orchard heating. We must "go into it 
very thoroughly, especially, it seems to 
me, as to the quality of oil we are 
burning, no matter what pot we are 
using, because wo are satisfied through 
experiments we can improve not only 
the efficiency, but also get rid of a 
great deal of soot that injures the trees, 
the gardens, the homes, and also the 
merchandise in the dry goods and other 
stores of the community. I think we 
iave years of intensive study and ex- 
periment before us. But the time has 
come when our orchards niust have more 
improved devices for taking care of 
cold weather. 


Perhaps you will be interested in a 


few figures that I have gotten together 
as to the result and effects of frost 
damage: 


Many districts on account of high 


prices will return as much money as in 
some other better years; but that money 
is not distributed evenly. It is confined 
to a few people; therefore it does not 
contribute to community prosperity. Un- 
less we can get enough to pay us a 
reasonable return on our investment, 
;vc are not getting the prosperity the. 
community deserves and needs to main- 
tain its position. Therefore, even if we 
return more dollars this year for na- 
vels, it 13 not spelling community pros- 
perity. During the last four years we 
have compiled figures very carefully, 
showing that into the trade channels of 
Covina has been poured annually $3,- 
800,000—aii enormous sum. That is the 
money that comes through the Covina 
Fruit Exchange, the portion of the San 
Dimas Fruit Exchange that drifts into 
the business channels of Covina, part 
of the A. C. G. that comes through here, 
and an estimate of the other channels. 
In ali, $3,800,000 coming into the trade 
channels of Covina. In making a very 
careful estimate on the value of the 
recovery this year as represented by 
packing house figures we get ••jib'OO^OO as 
the total return of the fruit coming to 
Covina, or a nett loss of $3,200,000. An 
astounding sum for a community like 
Covina to have to lose! 


We must consider the far-reaching 


effects. Not only has the fruit been 
lost and the crop perhaps injured for 
tho next year, but the heart of the tree 
may be injured in many cases, espec- 
ially jo in the case of lemons, and so 
we have not only lost the money that 
should have been returned for the fruit, 
but the care of the orchard for the com- 
ing year, and instead of having your 
money come back from the East to 
help you in caring for your orchard, you 
have got to dig down in your jeans for 


to me that, when we speak of commun 
ity prosperity, we are on the right track, 
for it is very evident that we must 
have a general prosperity. 
If we ex- 


pect to stay in the orange and lemon 
business we must do our part and show 
a willingness to investigate 
every 


means at our disposal and go to the 
very limit as far as money, efforts, ner- 
vous energy and enthusiasm are con- 
corned, or lose oUr crops and forget tho 
orange business. 


In leaving this question I would say 


this: that there is a very definite rca 
son for tho smudging of Our oranges or 
tho heating of our orchards; but we 
must first make up^our minds to do the 
job thoroughly and not, like many this 
year, make a half-hearted attempt to 
heat the groves and suffer loss of our 
crops. 


The Covina chamber of commerce 


should be complimented for its concert- 
ed action in calling this convention, 
looking forward to improvement in the 
heating smudge pot or other heating 
device. I hope this convention will de- 
velop into great good to California, and 
that the growers of citrus fruit will 
change, or some other organization, will 
continue in a very definite way to look 
into the development of better heating 
devices, and the better development of 
an oil that will not subject our orch- 
ards and groves to the soot and smoke 
that they have hitherto had to endure.

next thing would be to get the young- 
ster out of bed and give it the attention 
that is the joy of a mother's heart, but 
in the flat -it is the poodle that gets 
this attention.

be no dog odor in it, and to do this re- 
quires frequent trips to the bath tub 
with Trixy. It is no fun being a dog in 
a flat. After his bath .he must be wrap- 
ped in a dog bathrobe and laid on the 
couch to dry or he will catch a cold and 
have to be sent to a dog and cat hospi- 
tal where he is allowed to circulate in 
the fresh air and get well, for dogs do 
not catch cold if allowed to live close 
to nature as God intended they should.

Report Submitted By 


Anti-Frost Committee 


The committee of ranchers, shippers, 


aad business men, appointed by the 
Covina chamber of commerce to inves- 
tigate methods and devices for th'e pre- 
vention o.f frost damage to the citrus 
groves of California, submitted its find- 
ings at a meeting of the directorate of 
the Covina chamber of commerce, held 
on Tuesday. Tho report is as follows: 


Covina, Cal., May 9, 1922. 


To the board of directors of the Covina 


chamber of commerce. 


Gentlemen: 
Your frost prevention 


committee begs to submit a report of 
their investigations. 


Your committee decided in the early 


part of their work that if there was 
anything else other than smudge pots 
that we would never recommend that 
our beautiful valley should be polluted 
with the smoke from these so-called 
orchard heaters. 


We have gone into this matter from 


all angles, have demonstrated with air 
machine models and later conceived the 
idea of holding a frost convention. The 
publicity given by your secretary, as 
well as the Los Angeles Examiner, 
through the kindness of Mr. Insley, who 
is on the Examiner editorial 
staff, 


brought out practically all the known 
devices and many suggestions and 
ideas; also brought to Covina a large 
number of people from all over the 
state, who are interested in better frost 
prevention methods. 


At this convention it was thought 


best to put through a resolution to the 
effect 
of having this invostigational 


work carried !on by some central body, 
such as the Fruit Growers' Supply Com- 
pany of the California Fruit Growers' 
Exchange. While this resolution passed 
the convention, it was so changed in its 
construction and in the organization to 
be urged to continue this work that we 
feel very little, if anything, will be 
accomplished so far as inveatigational 
work in a large way. 


Various inventors and others would 


like to put up their experimental plants 
in Covina and have our people help 
finance them, and something along this 
line is now being accomplished with one 
of the most meritorious devices that 
your committee has seen. 


The following are our conclusions.: 
That from our investigations, we be- 


lieve there are at least two, possibly 
more, well defined principles that have 
prospects of better frost protection 
methods: 


(a) The wind machines, or what we 


call tho "windjammers," to be operat- 
_cd with and without heat, but all more 
or less in the experimental stage, with 
tho exception of one, known as the Cobb 
device, the inventor having one ma- 
chine in operation in Lindsay, Tularo 
county, for the past three years, and in 
this year's operation the grower claims 
to have sav.cd 80 per cent of his crop. 
At least he lias shipped this much, while 
his neighbors' fruit was frozen. We

(b) Heat-generating plants, the'heat 


to be generated by furnace and blowers 
from a central plant; also acetylene gen- 
erator plant, tho heat to be distributed 
to each tree by means of underground 
or surface pipes. These various plans 
are also largely in an experimental 
stage, none having been in actual use. 
The Bell plan is now in process of con- 
struction in Pomona, and will shortly 
be ready for operation. 


We are not ready at this time to make 


any recommendation, and wish you to 
consider this as informative rather than 
as final. Our future work -will be inves- 
tigational as well as experimental, and 
we. may from time to time call upon 
your body as individuals to cooperate 
with and aid us in putting in some ex- 
perimental plant, which we feel would 
be for the community good. 


We believe that our chamber of com- 


merce, as well as Covina as a commun- 
ity, has received much favorable publi- 
city; and from our work much construc- 
tive good will result, in stimulating the 
inventive genius and capital in getting 
behind some device or devices that have 
merit, and pushing them to a successful 
conclusion.

It is possible that the Covina 
church will erect a community house 
there this summer for the use of the 
young people of the local church, states 
Eev.-S. J. McConnell, who as a member 
of the conference has been identified 
with the development.
